. Female Suffrage a Necessity. 

St. Lours, March 6.—At the regular meet 
ing Of the Women’s Suffrage A<sociation of 
thie State, held last night, Aloert Todd, a 
prominent lawyer of this city, delivered 
quite av elaborate address in favor of extend 
ing suffrage to women. The most notavie 
feature of the speech in substance is as fol- 
lows: “The passage of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments necessitates a new in 
fusion of an intelligent, educated American 
element into our canvasses or the country 
wi)l suffer great injury. ur opulation is 
estimated at forty millions; of these thirty 
millions are American @ercendauts of the 
origival s*ock or of foreiguers; of the remain- 
ing ten millions, six millious are forcign v 
apd four millions negroes. As long as we 
had only this foreign blood of our own origin, 
thougb of different languaces and reared un 
der different forms of goveroment, we got 
slong very well, but now comes four millions 
ef new brethren, with an estimated vote of 
800,000, which im some States will be the con 
trolling vote, and which must be conceded an 
ignorant vote; ie fact little better than brute 
force. We must have a remedy for this addi- 
tional iwwnorant vote, apd it can only be found 
in extending the franchise to women. By this 
means we acquire four millions of jutelligent 
Voters, and the noxious ingredients are over- 
come. Mr. Todd dwelt upon this puint with 
much emphasis, and considered femaie «uf 
frace indispevsably necessary for the welfare 
and prosperity of the couatry.

I must answer, further, that if the 
people are pot to be told what is rigntanod waat 
is wrong, there is an end of all things, as far as 
Rome, and, indeed, everything else is con- 
cerned. The Pope, as we understand, claims 
a especial commission for telling all the 
world what is true and what is falee, what is 
right and what is wrong. It i« only:in the 
form and degree, and noi at all in the matter, 
that his alleged commission differs from that 
claimed by every parson and every dissen'‘ing 
minister. Nay, the true and the false, the 
right and ths wrong, are the things ali the 
world is fighting, ‘squabbling, scribbliog, 
speechifying, wrangling, and abusing one 
another about. Are we to be told at once, 
that in one particular matter of rather serious 
dimensions there is no right or wrong, or 
at least there characteristics had better not 
be recognized? There can be no excey 
tions if the rule wm to be established: the 
Pope undertakes to put us all right. If he 
wishes to stand weil with us, he ought to put 
his own house—that is, his own people, in 
order. ‘Ibe British Government has been try 

ing to do this, at some coat to Eoglish preja- 
dice or self-esteem, and it is Ireland's tarv to 
show a like renunciation of her dear little 
self. If the Irish Bishops do meet with any 
mischief in the execution of ther daty, they 
sill win for themselves and their chureh an 
amount of sympathy not to be galped by any 
triumpbke or successes.

Persecution of Christians in Japan. 
The New York Tribune's Yokohama ietter 
of January Zid says Lhe persecution of Japan- 
ese Who have been converted to Christianity 
at Nagasaki as again commeaced, the 
representatives of the foreign powers waited 
upon the Government at Yeddo and protested 
against the persecution. The united action 
of the Ministers brought together a corre- 
spouding body of officers of bigh rank for the 
overnment, and the proceedings were of the 
most interesting character. The Japanese re- 
plied with enirit that the matter was one be- 
longing to them alone, and that they were not 
responsible to foreign powers. They gave as 
reasons, the fear that the proseiyting of 
their people may lead to a spirit of duwecoa- 
tent, and finally undermine the time-honored 
institutions of thelr Goverament, which is 
based upon the Mikadoship. The Mikado is 
held by the Japanese to be a lineal descend- 
ant of the Goddess Tenshiodargin, the 
mother of their race. As such he is 
the head of the Shinto religion, and 
to acknowledge any other faith necessitates 
the recognition of another head spiritually 
bigher thau he. One of the forewn ministers 
arked why the Buddhists were allowed im Ja 
eo unmolested, and the Japanese replied 
that the Buddhists recogni the Mikado. 
The proselytes, so far as known, are Rourap 
(athelie converts of the Jesuilsa, who still 
bave great influence over the ple. As the 
Pope is their head, he necessarily comes in di-

Our Money Market. 

It is the general wah in well-informed 
business circles that the Legislature will! 
give us a conventional interest law be- 
fore it adjourns. The policy of such a law 
will stand the test of investigation, and 
has stood the test of experiment in other 
States, while the theoretical reasons urged 
against it have been abandoned by nearly 
all our neighbors. All attempts to fix the 
price of money have preved to be inop- 
erative except im an injurious sense, be- 
cause they resi upon fallacies similar to 
those that underlie sumptuary laws and 
laws which undertake to restrict the price 
of labor and the freedom of commerce. 
Capital will flow into communities which 
offer the best compensation for its use. 
Accordingly we find that a large part ol 
the capital of Kentucky people is deposit- 
ed with agents in Chicago and other cities 
in those States which afford it the protec- 
tion of a conventional interest law. This 
has a tendency to increase the demand for 
money in our own commercial centers, 
and the law limiting the rate of interest to 
six per cent. is found to be utterly 
powerlesss to effect its object. No one 
derives advantage from it but those 
who control the money of minors or those 
who are withholding payments due to oth- 
ers. The business man is obliged to pay 
the market price of money without regard 
to the law, and the risk of the usury plea 
merely tends to enhance that price. Cap- 
italists are willing to lend at a lower rate 
where the law will enforce their contract, 
and if we but enact sucha law in Ken- 
tucky the means of our own people will be 
kept at home and the surplus of Eastern 
communities will be sent here for employ- 
ment to the infinite relief of our business 
interests. Without such a law we cannot 
compete with neighboring States in the 
effort to attract capital from abroad, but 
will be drained of that we have As the 
law cannot and does not reduce the rate 
which the necessities of commerce compel 
business men to pey, what sense is there 
in adhering to an arbitrary limit which can 
only drive money out of the State and ren- 
der the market more stringent? 


The Kentacky Legisiature. 


The Senate of Kentucky adopted some | 


time ago a resolution to adjourn on the 


15th inst.to meet again on the first Wednes-_ 


day of January,1871. This resolution 


was called up in the House on Saturday, | 
and was amended by the substitution o! 


the 2ist for the 15th. The constitution 
provides for the biennial election of mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and contemplates 
only biennial sessions; but, by continuing 
the session and adjourning trom time to 
time, that body manages to meet annually, 
at great expense to the people, and for the 
accomplishment of little or nothing besides 
the enactment of a great mass of special 
legislation. The cost of passing and print- 
ing this vast collection of private acts, ul- 
terly unprofitable to the State, counte- 
nances the growing opinion that these 
annual meetings have become an 
abuse that requires correction. There 
isnd reason why the most of this specia! 
legislation, which occupies 
whole time of every session, may not be 
disposed of by general laws administered 
by the local courts. It is impossible to 
examine the ponderous volumes of the 
“Acts” and imagine any good excuse for 
these costly annual meetings. By pro 


longing its present sitting somewhat, de- | 


voting its whole time to the perfection ot 
a better common school organization, and 
such other general laws as are demanded 
by the interests of the emtire State, or may 
be necessary to expedite the labors of fu- 
ture sessions, the present Legislature can 
very well afford to adjourn sine die. This 
will be one of the best things they have
